GRAND MASTER WORKMAN POWDERLY DIS- 
CUSSES THE CLEVELAND MEETING. 


The Story of the Stormy Meeting Without 
Foundation—Cause of the Misrepresenta- 
tions—A Harmonious and Intelligent 
Gathering—The Trades Unions and the 
Knights of Labor. 


By Telegraph tothe POST-DISPATCH. 
PHILADELPHIA, PA., June 16.—Grand Master 
Workman Powderly of the Knights of Labor, 
after dinner at the Bingham House yesterday, 
was in a pleasant mood for conversation. He 
spoke feelingly of the misrepresentations of 
the late special meeting of the General Assem- 
bly at Cleveland, by the Associated Press dis- 


patches. 


* 

„The whole story, said Mr. Powderly, ot 
a stormy meeting and of the opposition of the 
Home Club of New York to me, was without 
foundation, as was also the story about my 
religion and its relation to the order. Had the 
meeting been held in, say New York or Phila- 
delphia, I feel warranted in saying that 
no such reports would ever have been 
sent out, as the managers of the Associated 
Press in those two cities, at least, are gentle- 
men. Of course, there was considerable de- 
bating and some differences of opinion, but 
where can you find a bodyof 160 delegates 
called together for a special purpose, in which 
there will not be exciting discussions? Itisa 
rule of mine in operating a General Assembly 
to insist that every motion of any importance 
be fully debated, and, if passed, to be unani- 
mously passed. Thinking men are always 
ready to debate, and a brighter and 
more intelligent lot of men than were 
at that assembly could not be found 
on the Continent. When Congress elects the 
Speaker he allows four weeks to elapse before 
he selects his committees, but the very first 
day the assembly was convened I had to read 
the faces of the delegates, learn their qualifica- 
tions and select my committees. I claim that 
the business. before that assembly was as im- 


portant as business brought before Congress, 


and it had to be transacted in a few days. 

ONE CAUSE OF MISREPRESENTATION 
of the meeting was the presence in Cleveland 
ot a lot of worthless men who had been ex- 
pelled from their local assemblies for some 
reason, and who, failing to secure reinstate- 
ment by regular means, attended the General 
Assembly with a hope of being reinstated 
by that body. One of these men had 
been expélied from his local assembly 
because he had offered a resolution 
to purchase dynamite with the funds of* the 
assembly; another one was expelled because 
ne wanted the Knights of Labor to declare 
that all property was robbery, and insisted on 


agitating his doctrine inthe assembly. They 
were refused readmission by the General As- 
sembly, and in revenge, having some knowl- 
edge of the order, they imposed a lot of false- 
hoods on the reporters, which were tele- 
graphed all over the country asthe truth. It 
was represented that the Home Club was op- 
posed tome. Ido not know that such an in- 
stitution now exists. The Home Club was an 
institution having for its idea the establish- 
ment of afund for the purchase of land for the 
urpose of erecting a hospital for aged and in- 
members of the order. It was also to be 
a school in which the principles of the 
order were to de _  discusse in order 
that the members might become conversant 
with the best means of ameliorating the con- 
ditions of the working class. I know of no 
unusual secresy having been attached to it. 
The opposition of some of the New York 
Knights to me dates from the removal of the 
boycott from the Duryea Starch „ 
Some ot the New Tork people considered the 
action of the Executive Board in lifting the 
boycott too lenient, and have blamed me for 
cp tae | it, although it had been done after 
a thorough investigation by our former Secre- 
tary-General, Mr. Leighton, who had pro- 
nounced it in August. Indiscriminate boy- 
cotting isno longer possible; that power is 
now vested in the Genera! Executive Board, 
and that means there will be no 
more boycotts. Whatever is done will, 
be done in a different wa and 
under a different name. Ifaman strikes me

To prevent a recurrence of 
this, rules have been formed requiring the 
organizers to be more careful in thefjselection 
of material to make up the assemblies. The 
session atCleveland was simply held to finish 
the October session at Hamilton, and all the 
business would otherwise have had to be con- 
considered at the next regular session at 

hmond.“ 

In speaking of the election to be held at 
Richmond next October, Mr. Powderly said: 
**‘leannot tell who will be elected to fill the 
position 1 now hold. I don’t believe in the 
State business and will not permit it. If any 
member would send in his name to the organi- 
zation at large for the purpose of having dele- 
gates elected to support him, I would 

USE EVERY INFLUENCE 
to have him defeated. I believe in the office 
seeking the man. I don’t know whether or 
not Martin Irons has any ideaof obtaining the 
positi but I doknow he has never ex- 
ressed Aimself inthe matter. Martin Irons 
8 a much abused man. If he had been suc- 
cessful he would have been regarded in a 
different light, and those who are now repre- 
sented as chasing him with shotguns would 
be loading im down with bou- 
uets. It was represented that Messrs. 
layes, Turner and Bailey were all oppos- 
ing Powderly. There’s nota grain of truth 
in it, or the semblance of a foundation for 
such an assertion. The warmest feeling ex- 
ists between us, and since the first day we 
have been together as a board we have never 
passed upon a single question except as a unit, 
and as long as we continue together our rela- 
tions shall be the same. The season for with- 
drawing the commissions of the district or- 
anizers is to secure more uniformity of work. 
Ve desire every organizer to have a thorough 
knowledge of the work to be done. For that 
reason we want only the best men in the po- 
sition. 

When asked about his reported candidacy 
for — govee & Mr. Powderly said: ‘‘I have no 
political ambition, and any party which dares 
to nominate me does so at its peril. I consider 
the General Master Workmanship of the 
Knights of Labor the equal of any position this 
country can elect a man to fill.’ 

As Mr. Powderly closed his remarks Com- 
mitteeman Hayes of the General Executive 
Board remarked thatthe Presidency was just 
about ‘‘Terry’s’’ size, at which Mr. Powderly 
smiled and said, that's slang. 


A NAVAL COMMANDER’S FAREWELL. 


Admiral Jouett Leaves the North Atlantio

MURDER OF A YOUNG BRIDE AND AT” 
TEMPTED SUICIDE OF THE HUSBAND. 


A Terrible Double Tragedy in the Sturtevant 
House, New York—The Murderer the Son. 
of a Kansas City Clergyman—His Death 
Expected at Any Moment—No Explanation 
Vouchsafed. 


NEw YorK, June 16.—At ten minutes after 
8 o’clock yesterday afternoon the enunciator 
bell of room 25 of the Sturtevant House called 
a bell-boy from the office of the hotel. When 
the boy reached the door of the designated 
room and rapped upon it the only 
answer he secured from within was a 
groan. He tried the knob of the door 
and found it locked. The boy turned in 
his fright and ran down-stairs. On his way he 
metthe proprietor of the hotel, Mr. Lewis 
Leland. To him he exclaimed: ‘‘Oh, Mr. Le- 
land, somebody’s killed in No. 28. Together 
the boy and Mr. Leland proceeded to the 
room. When the door was reached another 
employe of the house was there with an ax en- 
gaged in breaking open the door. He had 
been alarmed by a ehambermaid who said she 
had heard pistol shots and had smelled pow- 
der coming from the room. When the door 
of No. 2% burst open under the blows of 
the ax the man recoiled from the sight which 
met him. Mr. Leland and the boy entered the 


room. Upon the floor were the figures of 
A MAN AND WOMAN DYING. 

The woman lay with her head upon a pillow 
that was growing crimson with blood that 
gushed from a wound in the back of her head 
atevery gasp she made for breath. One of 
her wrists was in the bloody grasp of the man 
who lay beside her with his other hand 
stretched out in the direction of the 
bell button upon and about which 
were the marks of fingers, imprinted 
with blood. The call for help had been made 
after the stains were upon his hands. Ashe 
lay upon the carpet his hair was matted with 
the flow from the wound in the side of his 
head, just back of hisear. A pool was form- 
ing of blood that gushed copiously from an- 
other wound in his left breast. An effort to 
arouse the woman brought no response. She 
was unconscious. The pistol was taken from 
the outstretched hand of the man and the 
question put: Did you shoot?’’ He seemed 
to assent with a faint nod. His only words 
were: Send for a doctor.“ 

The question was repeated and the man 
again replied with impatience: ‘‘Get a doctor, 
Itell you.“ Messengers were sent for the 
police, the doctors and anambulance. It was 
twenty minutes after the firing of the shots 
before the doctors arrived. As they entered 
the room, a convulsion passed over the frame 
of the woman, she grew quietand was dead. 
The man had lost consciousness but was still 
breathing. Astenderly as he could be lifted 
he was putinto the ambulance and taken to 
the New York Hospital. 

The servants identified the victims as 

MR. AND MRS. W. B. THOMPSON, 
a bridal couple spending their honeymoon in 
the metropolis. They had been in the hotel 
tour a — . 5 happy days. The hotel regis- 
ter of T ursday, the 9th, showed first among 
the arrivals in a hand bold and free the words: 
a . B. Thompson and wife, Kansas City, 

0. * 

He was about 27 years of age, tall, well- 
formed, of sallow complexion and 
with high bones. The bride 
was a handsome brunette, with an attractive 
figure and apparently five years his junior. 
Their baggage consisted of two Saratoga 
trunks and two traveling bags. They had 
taken the room for an indefinite timeand set- 
tled down, to all appearances, for a quiet and 
pleasant visit. They were always together and 
seemed devoted to each other. Each day they 
went out for little walks .about the 
city, and frequently received calls from young 
and nice looking friends. 

No oneinvhe house can call to mind any 
quarrel or incident that pointed to a disagree- 
ment between the happy pair. Yesterday 
they breakfasted atthe usual hour. In the 
forenoon a young lad called upon them and 
stayed to luncheon with them at 1 o’clock. Af- 
terward the couple had gone out for a stroll 
and upon their return to the hotel, some fif- 
teen minutes preceding the shooting, had 
seemed in the best of spirits. 

Thompson proves to be the son of the Rev. 
Dr. Thompson, an eminent divine of Kansas 
City, Pastor of the Second Presbyterian 
Church. Fortwo years past he has been liv- 
ing in New York, pursuing in a desultory way 
the study of medicine. He had some property 
in the west which yielded an income of $1,200 a 
year. 

THE MURDERED BRIDE 


was Genevieve Kasler, the daughter of an 


honest German couple. When her lover 
met her for the first time in 
last November, she was employed as a 
shopgirlin a large fancy goods store. Their 
acquaintance ripened into love, Their mar- 
riage was announced, and friends congratu- 
lated her apes the happiness of her lot. With 
a touch of sentiment Decoration Day was 
chosen as that of their wedding, but when the 
marriage of the President was set for June 2, 
Genevieve had said: ‘‘Let us be married then, 
too; perhaps it will bring us good luck. 

Thompson had consented, and on the after- 
noon of that day the happy couple were made 
man and wife. That evening the bridal pair 
atarted for a tour through New England. ew 
York was but astopping place on their return 
trip, which wasto have ended in a home that 
was ready for the couple in Kansas City. 

At the hospital Thompson recovered suf- 
ficiently to make an ante-mortem statement 
to the Coroner. He admitted the murder, but 
to every question looking to the motive his 
only reply was: I would rather not say. 

Acareful search of their room discovered 
nothing that would give aclew to the motive. 
Upon their table wasawell thumbed novel 
andthe lady’s collar. In her pocket was a 
slip of paper on which was written, ‘‘J. A. 
Bartow, West Point, Nebraska. 

TWO LETTERS WERE FOUND 

in the pocket of Thompson’s coat. One 
was to a friend playfully chidi him for 
a failure to call upon the writer. The 
other was to Dr. O. G. Thompson, 810 
West Fourteentn street, Kansas City, Mo. 
It began: Dear D—— Just a few moments 
to send you a line ere I turn in. Don't want 
to keep my little girl awake. His little girl 
referred to is his wife, to whose eternal sleep 
he has so ee contributed. 

Thompson was still living this morning, to 
the surprise of the surgeons. He said: ‘rhe 
shooting was intent onal. I wili not say any- 
thing about the trouble that led to the shoot- 


The body of the dead girl has been taken to 
the home of her parents, from which place 
her funeral will take place after the Coronor’s 
official examination. 

THOMPSON IN KANSAS CITY. 

KaNnSAS CITY, June 16.—W. B. Thom n, 
the man who shot himself and his wife in the 
Sturtevant House, New York, is the son of Dr. 
O. L. Thompson of this city, tor of the 
Second Presbyterian Church. r. Thompson 
was called to this pastorate from Pittsburg, 
Pa., about four years ago. His eldest son, Win- 
field B., who is presumably the actor in 
New York tragedy, studied medicine in the 
Kansas City Medical College and 1 — 
two years „ since which time he been 
studying in New Tork.

The Chicago News Exposes the Scheme of they 
Philadelphia Street Railroad Syndicate. 


CuicaGo, June 16.—In a four column article 
on the North Side street railway matter, the 
Daily News this morning, under the head of 
** Yerkes’ True Scheme, says: The full in- 
tention of Mr. Yerkes and the Philadelphia 
syndicate in their pending negotiations with 
the boodle gang in the City Council, is at last 
disclosed. Less than a month ago a new com- 
pany was organized to seize the La Salle street 


tunnel; capture valuable street franchises on 
the North Side, and, indeed to swallow the 
old North Chicago City Railway Company. 
The new — — is called the ‘The North 
Chicago Street road Company,’a title so 
like the well-known North Chicago Associa- 
tion, The North Chicago Railway Company,’ 
that it was evidently inserted for the purpose 
of deception, and was so far successful that 
until yesterday no one, save those di- 
rectly interested inthe scheme of rapacity, 
dreamed thatan entirely new enterprise was 
projected. The organizers of the new com- 
pany control the stock of the old. While the 
two corporations are ostensibly under sepa- 
rate managements, it is fair to presume that 
the syndicate in ower in each 

the same. After Mr. Yerkes secured a con- 
trolling interest in the stock of the North 
Chicago City Bailway Company he secretly or- 
ganized the Nort Chicago Street 1 
road Company, with $5,000,000 capital. 
When the books were opened for sub- 


‘scription, one T. H. Wentworth, Sr., a gentile- 


man whose name is, unfortunately, missing 
from the Chicago City directory, promptly 
subscribed 49,990 shares, representing a par 
value of $4,999,000. The remaining shares were 
handed over to four other capitalists of equally 
low degree, but who are fortunate enough to 
be friends of Charles T. Yerkes. The scheme 
wasto absorb the old company. This was 
easily done bythe Yerkes peopiein the old 
Board of Directors leasing the franchises of the 
old company themselves. The new 
company, it is said, agreed to 
guarantee an annual dividend of $30 
* share on the old company’s stock. 
Inasmuch as each share now produces a 
dividend of $60 a year, this n wiped 
out one-half of the value of the old stock at 
one stroke. The next 8 was to secure for 
the old corporation t right to adopt the 
cable with all the attendant expense, and 
finally the monopoly of the tunnel was to go 
to the new company with all the attendant 
—— Very naturally the minority 
stockholders in the present corporation have 
taken alarm, and Congressman George E. 
Admas, + 2 — holder of minor- 
ity shares, urried from Washing- 
ton yesterday to learn something of the 
proposed freeze out. He hada hasty con- 
sultation with Alderman Manierre, aud re- 
turned none the wiser of the intentions of the 
Philadelphia gang. The manner of wrecki 
the old company had not yet been discovered. 
The Aldermen deny being aware of the new 
concern. When the tunnel ordinance was 
read in the Council, the similarity of names 
led no one to suspect the existence of the new 
company. In all the discussions no mention 
was made ot it.

A SHAKY BUBBLE. 


THE RAGE FOR MINING STOCKS BEGINNING 
: TO DECREASE. 


The Activity in Speculation on the Street and 
on ’Change—How People Are Led to Invest 
—Risking Money on Prespects—Evidences 
that the Outsiders Are Loaded. 


Tou can place anything inthe shape of 
mining stock on this market and you will get 
plenty o’ bites at the bait,’’ a stock broker 
remarked recently. It certainly seemed 
as if anything ia the shape of mining 
stock could find purchasers at prices which 
bore the same relation to the actual wealth in 
sight as a handsome bid on a 
castle in Spain would to real prop- 
erty. It would be an interesting 
calculation, if the actual figures could be ob- 
tained, to discover the amount of hard cash 
the success of Granite Mountain has cost this 
city. The dig fortunes on- small 


investments that Granite Mountain brought to 
the holders of its shares created a furore in 
mining stocks, It was the kind of furore that 
strikes a circle of boon companions when one 
of them happens to hit a short horse in a race. 
The short horses make more money for the 
bookmakers than the favorites, because they 
are surer, and one winning is equivalent toa 
thousand trys. Mining stocks went into they 
periodical position as a rage immediately 
AFTER GRANITE MOUNTAIN PANNED, 
and mining property and prospects have been 
in dig demand. Any man who owned a pros- 
pect, no matter how dim, went to work to re- 
alize on ft, aad formed a company to develop 
what was in the prospect. 

Mining companies have sprung up on every 
hand, and there is scarcely a man on the 
street or on the floor who is not interested to 
a greater or less extent in a mine. The specu- 
lators aud brokers are not the ones who 
take to mining so vigorously as substantial 
business men, and young men on moderate 
salaries, who take stock in hope of making a 
strike. Some of the wholesale business houses 
have mining claims which are owned only by 
those connected with them. 

The formation of acompany isan easy mat- 
ter. The first thing is the possession of a 
claim of more or less prospective value. The 
capital stock is fixed at an immense sum with 
only a nominal amount to be paid in; 
two or three good men are 
induced to join the enterprise by being let in 
on the ground floor, to give it the appearance 
of solidity, and the stock is ready for the mar- 
ket. A few sales among traders who 
understood each other or among 
stock holders fixes a price which in 
the aggregate makes a sum far above the 
actual paid up stock and outsiders are led to 
invest. Capital stock may be placed at $! ,000,- 
000 or $10,000,000 and 10 or 20 per cent may be 
paid in to develop the mine, or even less.

large amounts of it may be disposed of at g- 
ures which are far above any returr that can 
be expected for years or without heavy invest- 
ment in the way of development and the 
purchase of machinery.

The glamour of a big 
strike is needed again to stimulate the 
boom. The amount of money invested withina 
vear in mining stocks of various kinds run into 
the millions. The bubble will burst, and some 
one will be hurt.

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SMALL GAMBLING, ; 


No More Matching on the Floor on change 
—A Miniature Exchange. 


The Board of Directors of the Merchants’ 
Exchange are shocked at the prev- 
alence of small gambling on the 
floor. The distinction between 


ambling and big gambling is a nice one 
and should be observed in the considera- 
tion of the feelings of the Board. 
A big bet on the price of wheat in September 
has a soothing and pleasant effect on the 
Directory, while the matching of quarters 
is unpleasant, the tossing of dimes is disgust- 
ing and the flipping of nickels is positively 
painful. The directory has noticed with horror 
the increase of the practice of matching and 
flipping small coins on the floor, and after 
regulating the hours for option and other trad- 
i Monday p a prohibitory measure 
forbiddiug small gambling during business 
hours. e custom of matching is a favorite 
one with some members of the Exchange 
and is immensely pular among 
the ‘‘riag’’ boys who have hitherto spent the 
greater part of their leisure time swapping 
their small change. A group of young men 
could be found in some art of the 
Exchange at almost any hour of the day, busily 
in matching, and sometimes 
was made up of mem- 
sometimes of ring! boys. 
afavorite way of passing the time in 
the provision corner while waiting to hear of 
a transaction in provisions. The ring! boys 
are devotees to it and after arranging 
for deais in futures reaching up in the thou- 
sands for their bosses they relieve their minds 
and gratify tastes cultivated in the ‘‘ring’’ 
— taking chances on a flip or a match. 
This has to stop in future as Sergeant-at- 
arins Smyth has been ordered to peremptorily 
shut down on all such evidencesof depravity 
on the floor. The chance spirit seems 
to be carried in the air around the Exchange, 
and is imbibed by every one that comes 
within its influence. The messenger 
boys flip and match, and up in 
the top floor where the contract boys stay 
there is a miniature exchange. The boys wait 
up there for contracts and deliver contracts 
from their house to the boys of the 
other houses. It is a sort of contract clearing 
house, where checks for balances and the 
contracts are given and taken. These boys 
resort to all kinds of means to while 
awaythe timeand are inveterate and darin 
gamblers, They will bet on anything that 
comes handy and stake their wealth 
with the Ireckless abandon of old 
hands. They are always matching, 
but this is looked upon only asa diversion 
and asasinall way of making money. Fre- 
quently they make contracts regularly on the 
basis of the contracts made by their 
firms only for small amounts. Where a con- 
tract calls for 5,000 bushels they make it five 
bushels and pay the differences with — 
ness. Some timesitheywill run up totwenty-five 
or titty bushels, where the margins run as 
high as25 or 50 cents. These are big transac- 
tions, and are entered into with the same 
spirit that prevails down-stairs. 

‘*Teetotum’’ was the favorite pastime for 
awhfle, the game being played with a top with 
letters on the side, J a> P. N. The reading of 
the letters was: A takes all, T takes one, 
P puts down and N takes none. The top was 
spun and the spinner did whatever the letter 
uppermost when the top stopped required. 
This fascinating game even found its way on 
the floor and flourished there for a while. 
Poker also came in vogue and was the rage, a 
regular game being run until Secre or- 
gan raided the shop and puta check on it. Bets 
on Irish Pat and the price of grain are still 
regular on the floor. 


SENDING WHEAT ABROAD. 


The St. Louis Market Far Above an Export 
Basis. 


There has been a large amount of talk about 
an expected demand of new wheat for export 
and the extreme lowness of the market here. 
A news item giving the price on new wheat sold 


for export at Baltimore gives the comparison 
between St. Louis and that point which puts 
the St. uis rice a long way up 
and places absolute prohibition on the 
exporting of wheat at present prices 
here andin Europe. The item states thata 
sale of new wheat, August-September ship- 
ment, was made at Baltimore at Sh cents, 
with a freight rate to Cork of 3s 6d per quarter. 
A giance at these 2 with the prices here 
shows what absurdity it is to talk of export 
tromhere and how high this market is, com- 
paritively, with Baltimore. 

August wheat sold in this market to-day at 
74lec, and September wheat at 760. Takin 
the August price for a basis let it be — 
with the Baltimore price of She. The rate 
from here to Baltimore is 26e per hundred, 
which would be about lic per bushel. 
The cost of handling the wheat would 
amount to not less than 2c and 
thus give a total expense between St. Louis 
and Baltimore of 17 cents atleast, more nearly 
18 cents, as the fraction in cost favors the 
higher figure. Taking it at 17 cents, and add- 
ing this to the August price, 7442 cents, and the 
result is over 9i42 cents for St. Louis wheat at 
Baltimore. The difference between 9112 
cents and 882 cents amounts to 8 
cents, which is exactly the difference 
between the market here and the marketin 
Baltimore. A r agent discussing the 
matter to-day placed the actual difference at 
100 per bushel, which puts the export question 
by rail beyond ail question. This market so 
far from being comparatively low seems 
to be comparatively high as to Eastern ports. 
The river will undoubtedly —— Pare prices 
largely, but at present it looks as if there must 
be a big difference in favor of European prices 
and — Sr. Louis prices to make exporting 
possible.

MUNICIPAL ASSEMBLY. 


The Appropriation Bill Ordered te Engross- 
ment—A Hitch in the House. 2 8 


The Council met last night with eleven mem- 
bers present and Mr. Haynes iu the chair un- 
til he was relieved by Vice-President Temple.

Mr. Cummings 
thought the appropriation should not exceed 
ge the market was not in the right place.

ished. Mr. Stone favored the market. Mr. 
Seddon’s motion was lost. 

Mr. Seddon then moved to strike out the 
whole amount. The motion was lost.

THE HOUSE OF DELEGATES. 

In the House last night a concurrent resolu- 
tion was read to add a strip of ground from 
the old reservoir property to St. Louis place.

The only opposition the resoiution encounter- 
ed was from Mr. Brueggeman, the delegate 
from the ward in which the place is 
situated.

A motion to strike out the first 
section was lost, and amendments were offered 
limiting the traffic of the road to passengers, 
compelling the use of electricity as a motive 
power, etc. None of these amendments went 
to vote as the House got into one of its char- 
acteristic chaotic conditions which lasted 
until after 12 o'clock. A motion to adjourn 
finally prevailed. 

Both Houses of the Assembly will meet

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THE EXCLUSIVE FRANCHISE FIGHT. 


What the Members ef the Exchange Think 
—Commercial Chat. 


The fight over the passage, by the Exchange 


Directory, of a resolution condemna 
tory of the granting of exclusive 
franchises by the Municipal Assembly, 


which was described in yesterday's Post- Dis- 


PATCH, created considerable interest on the 
floor to-day where nothing was kaown of the 
matter outside of the directors until the ac- 
count of the meeting appeared in yesterday's 
paper. The members of the Exchange are 
almost unanimously against granting exclu- 
sive franchises, but there is a strong element 
in favor of the directors attending 
to the business of the Exchange 
and leaving legislative and other outside busi- 
ness severely alone. The direetors were se- 
verely criticised by tkis element, while 
the principle of the resolution was 
armed. Others again think that anything 
which involves the business interests ef the 
city is a fair subject for action. The resolution 
now rests with the Transportation Committee, 
by whom it is almost certain to be reported 
back favorable to the Board, as it has a strong 
majority in its favor in that body. Oapt. 


Haarstick, who was credited with being 
the strongest opponent of the resoiu- 
tion said that he thought he had been 


misrepresented in the matter. He refused 
to discuss the question with reference to the 
Exchange Directory, as he said the session was 
executive, not of his wish either, and he did 
not feel at liberty to mention anything that 
transpired in the meeting. 

My position on the bridge bill, which called 
out Uarsh eriticism,’’ said he, ‘‘was simply 
the position of the Exchange for fifteen years, 
and is sustained by my committee, four of 
whom are ex-Presidents of the Exchange. 
Neither Gould nor any of his represent- 
atives have anything do with it. As 
to this matter I have read the Iron Mountain 
elevated road bill and the franehise asked for 
is not exciusive. The road owns the property 
over which the elevated is to run, and asks 


for the privilege of crossing  cer- 
tain streets and alleys. In ex- 
change for this privilege it offers to 


switch freight from its main road to any other 
road on the other side and return the ears free 
of charge. It agrees to offer the use of 
the road to any other road for a com- 
pensation based on per cent of 
the investment. This is fair and if 
any other road does choose to pay it it can buy 
the property and put up an elevated track for 
itself and I will be the first man toask the As- 
sembly to give it the privilege. The present 
Poplar street track is exclusive and the clevat- 
ed track will take the trale from it, which is 
a big consideration with me and others who 
live south of the track.

JACOB WREY MOULD. 


Death of the Famous Architect Who Beau- 
tified Central Park. 


By Telegraph to the PosTt-DIspraTcu. 

NEW YorRK, June 16.—Jacob Wrey Mould,the 
well-known architect and designer of so of 
the most notable architectural features of - 
tral Park, died suddenly of heart 
disease Monday nicht at his res- 
idence, No. 123 East Twenty-sixth street. 
He was a native of Chiselhurst, Kent, En- 
gland, and 61 years old. Educated in Cork, 


Ireland, he was aduated from King’s Col- 
lege, London, in 1842. Immediately after he 
was articied to Owen Jones, the celebrates 
architect, and is said to have been the only 
pupil the latter ever had. Two years 
were spent with his teacher in studying the 
*‘Aihambra,’’ during which time he caught 
the spirit of Mooris and coloring 


desi 
which has since — his work. Mr. 
Mould executed the illustrations for the second 
volume of Jones’ ‘‘Alhambra,’’ and 80 
greatiy assisted him on ‘‘The Grammar of 
Ornament, which has become a stan 
work. An illuminated illustrated section of 
Grey's ‘‘Kiegy’’ and Book of Common 
Prayer’’ were among his other works. While 
associated with Lewis Vullamy, a London 
architect, Mr. Mould designed several famous 
English residences, and later, with Mr. Jones 
the Moresque Turkish divan ot 
Buckingham Palace and the decorations 
of the World’s Fair Exposition Buildin 
of 181 in London. Moses H. Grinne 
engaged him to design and superintend the 
construction of All Souls Church, corner of 
Fourth avenue and Twentieth street, and Mr. 
Mould came to New York in 1853 to execute the 
commission. It was the cause of lasting re- 
gret to him that the original plan was modified 
20 that a prevesses tower was not built which 
marred the architectural effect. But he used 
to relate how, when Thackeray was here, he 
strolled by the edifice one bright, moonlight 
night and deciared it was the finest exhibition 
of coloring he had seen in America, and that 
it strongly reminded him of Italy. In 1857 Mr. 
Mould became chief assistant to Caivert Vaux, 
then chief architect of the department of 
Public Parks, which he hel till his 
appointmennt as chief in 1870, . holding 
the latter position four years. It was durian 
this period that Central Park was designe 
and laid out. Mr. Mould spent five years in 
making the drawings fer the terrace and its 
ornaments. His old master, Jones, highly 
complimented him on the exquisite coloring 
ofthe music-stand desigued in Moorish style. 
Many of the bridges in the Park are fr m his 
designs, notably the Bow bridge across the 
lake to the ramble. He was absent from the 
city for a time going to Peru in 1874 with Henry 
Meigs, the railroad contractor, to superin- 
tend architectural work for him, but the lat- 
teres death and the war with Chili caused him 
toreturn. The Park department re-engaged 
him in 1880 to design the architectural 
features of the new Morning Side Park. 
Among his otner works, Mr. Mould designed 
the West Presbyterian Church, on West Forty- 
second street, the stone Gothic residence of 
Thos. Clapham, at Roslyn, and the Swiss 
chaletat Gien Cave, built for Kennard, the 
nmr railroad contractor, now owned by 8. 
IJ. M. Barlow. The temporary tomb of Gen. 
Grant, at Riverside Park was from a design 
made by Mr. Mould ina few minutes. He had 
been confined to his bed for two weeks, but 
had not been regarded as in any danger, when 
heart disease carried him off. He was married 
to Mary J. Daly, twenty-five years ago and 
she survives him. He had no other near rel- 
ative in America. The funeral will take place 
at2 F. m. to-day, with interment at Green- 
wood.

SOMETHING IN THIS. 


Changes Prophesied by a Shining Light of 
the League. 


One of the shining lights of the League is 
credited with the following remarks about the 
future of base ball, and they, strange to say, 
resemble closely the views expressed by ex- 
Umpire Tunison and published in the Post- 
DISPATCH of Monday. The Leaguer, speaking 
to a Philadelphia man, says: ‘‘I believe the 
public are getting tired of seeing the same old 


faces in the League year in and year out. They 
are becoming disheartened at the result of the 
championship race. One or two clubs are 
fighting for the lead and the otbers are strung 
out behind. What excitement is there for the 
friends of tail-enders? There certainly is no 
money in the investment for the stockholders, 
and they in time become dis- 
couraged, drop the sport, and then 
there is another dead base ball 
town on the list, This statement applies to 
the Association as well asthe League. I have 
had a talk with several Eastern managers 
of the League and Association clubs and 
they are all in favor of the change I 
suggest. Here it is—Form an Eastern League 
to be composed of Boston, New York, Brook- 
lyn, Nee gy Baltimore, Washington, 
Newark and Pittsburg. These are. all good 
ball towns and would makeanice circuit. If 
there is any opposition to the two latter, we 
can get along with the other six. I have talked 
to one of your Philadelphia managers and he 
is heartily in favor of the change. 

Ot course there would bea dreadful time 
in your city on account of there being two 
clubs there. The question would naturally 
arise asto which organization would be ad- 
mitted. The only way we could fix that would 
be to organize with the other seven cities as 
charter members and then take a vote. One 
ofthe great objects in bringing about this 
change is the saving of the excessive railroad 
expenses we are obligedto pay. Take the 
Philadelphia Club for instance. It cost over $600 
to get to Kansas City, and they failed to playa 
game. Of course it was no fault of the Kansas 
City people, but see what chances must be 
taken. Then you go to St. Louis and play for 
the Maroons, who are fighting for last place, 
and you draw only afew dollars. From there 
you go to Chicago, and the base ball patrons 
say, ‘Why, what is the use of our going out to 
see the game to-day? It’s dollars to cents the 
Chicagos win. Wait until the Detroits come 
and you will see some fine sport.’ Now that is 
what you encounter when you go West witha 
weak club. What the American public want 
is novelty, and noveity they will have, no 
matter what it costs. 

In the West they can organize a Western 
League, to be composed of Chicago, Detroit, 
Cincinnati, Louisville, St. Louis and Kansas 
City. It will come, and do not be surprised if 
it is brought to the front next fall. I know 
whereof Il speak.’’ 


Latham—Bushong. 
The Latham-Bushong case has at last been 
finally settled and herp is the decisionwent out 


by President Wykoft: 

The complaint filed by William Barnie against A. J. 
Bushong and W. A. Latham of the St. Louls Base 
Ball Club for engaging publicly inabroil and fight 
on the grounds of the Baltimore Base Ball Club on 
June 3, 1886, hasbeen carefully considered. After 
having heard the statements of Mr. Barnie and a 
statement from Mr. Von der Ahe of the St. Louis 
Club to the effect thatsaid players had admitted to 
bim that they were guilty, as charged, of engagin 
publicly in a fight on the Baltimore Base Ba 
Grounds, and that they were sorry they had allowed 
themselves to do so, the players and Mr. Von der 
Ahe were notified that they would be given until this 
date (June 15) to make any further statement they 

ht wish in their defense. 

The players have not made any denial of the facts 
above stated. I therefore, as required by Section 19 
of the constitution of the association, do hereby or- 
der thatthe said A.J Bushong and W. A. Latham, 
of the St. Louis base ball club, stand suspended for 
the term Of thirty days. Mr. Von der Ahe having 
asked that a fine be assessed instead of enforcing the 
penalty of suspension against said players, and the 
association having expressed a uesire not to impair 
the playing strength of the St. Louis base ball club, 
the terms of the suspension will de remitted on con- 
dition that on or before June 20, 1886, a fine of $100 
be paid by each of said players into the treasury of 
the American Association of Base Ball Clubs, and 


for their misconduct, otherwise the same to be in full 
force and effect from and after June 20, 1886. 

When asked by the Post-DisrpatcH what 
action he would take in the prises this 
morning President Von der Ahe said he would 

ay the fines without a word, and that the 
etters had already been written by Latham 
and Bushong apologizing for their conduct. 
This, said r. Von der Ade, winds up the 
whole affair, and there will be no more de- 
velopments in the case so far as the St. Louis 
club is concerned.
